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Panel source ties 
North, plan note

WASHINGTON"- U.' Coir Oliver' 
L. North wrote an undated memo for 
bis White House tiles outlining the 
plan to divert to Nicaragua's Contra 
rebels profits from secret arms sales 
to Iran, a source close to the House 
Intelligence committee said Friday. 

At the same time, Attorney 
General Edwin Meese III, following 
testimony before the House panel, 
revealed that North, on the weekend 
of Nov. 22-23, had told him that 
President Reagan did not know of 
the transfer of arms sales proceeds 
to the Contras. 

While the Justice Department has 
been unable to establish the time 
the North memo describing plan 
was written, the source said, “My 
Impression was ... it. was April 
<19&6). ... It gave the outline of the 
plan ... to divert profits from the 
sale of arms to Iran, to support the 
Contras." 

Meese also described as "a very 
rough approximation" his statement 


of Nov. 25. that from SlO million to 
$30 million related to (he Iranian 
arms sales was dlvertcd.to the Con- 
tfa'forces, The attorney general said- 
"nothing I have heard at any time, 
from anybody, would give me con- 
clusive proof that the money did In 
fact get to the Contras." 

Vice President George Bush. In a 
speech in Iowa, called on North to 
tell what he knows about-the-Iran- 
Contra connection, while prominent' 
lawyer Lawrence E. Walsh, the new- 
ly appointed Independent counsel In 
the case, promised a “fair and 
thorough Investigation." 

The Capitol Hill source quoted 
Meese as saying North was shocked 
when the memo — apparently the 
first documentary evidence of a 
diversion plan — was discovered In 
his National Security Council files 
late last month. 

North was fired by Reagan on Nov. 
25. 

But one committee member, who 
listened to Mecse's testimony, said 
North had only fragmentary knowl- 
edge of how much money might have 


been realized in profits on the arms 
safes and how much of that might 
have reached the Contras. 

—The member, -Rep.- George Brown, 
D-Calif., said Meese told the com- 
mittee that his original estimate 
that between $10 million and $30 
million In arms sales profits had 
been diverted to the Contras was 
based on "extrapolating” from data 
provided by North and did not repre- 
sent a hard figure. 

“He said Colonel North could not 
give him details of the amounts of 
money," Brown quoted Meese as 
saying. "He said that Colonel North 
did not have that Information and 
that he (Meese) did not have it." 

“He left him (Meese) with the Im- 
pression that Colonel North didn’t 
have that information." Brown, said. 
The”congressman said that Meese 
told committee members the mat- 
ter Is under intense Investigation by 
the FBI. 

After testifying before the House 
Intelligence panel late Friday, 
Meese told reporters that “nothing I

WASHINGTON - Soviet Am- 
bassador Yuri Dubinin said Friday

Kremlin says dissident, wife may live ii^ Moscow

MOSCOW - The Kremlin said Frldav it has 
freed dissident Andrei Sakharov from Internal 
exile and pardoned bis wife, making It possible 
-for them to return to Moscow from the closed 
cltv of Gorky. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Vladimir Petrov- 
sky said Sakharovr65, -asked Soviet-leaders for 
permission to live In Moscow and that his re- 
quest was granted. 

Sakharov, a physicist and winner of the 1975 
Nobel Peace Prize, was banished to Gorky In 
January 19W after criticizing the Soviet 
military Intervention in Afghanistan a month 

**Hte-wlfc,'^ Yelena Bonner, joined him In 
" Gorky, "but she was able to reliirn to Moscow 
on visits until ISM when she was convicted of 
• ' antl-Sovlet slander and confined to Gorky. 
Sakharov never has been charged wllh a 
crime. 


Petrovsky told reporters Mrs. Bonner, 63, 
was pardoned by the Supreme Soviet, (be na- 
tional parliament, so she could accompany 
Sakharov to the capital from Gorky, "250 miles 
easlofthccapltal. 

A family friend who lives in Moscow said 
Sakharov told him by telephone Friday after- 
noon that he and Mrs. Bonner would arrive “in

The friend spoke on condilloD of anonymity. 
He said Gurl Marchuk, president of the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences, went to Gorky to talk 
with Sakharov about his return. 

In London, Soviet Ambassador Leonid 
Zamyatin said the Sakharovs probably would 
be allowed contact with Western journallsta In 

Moscow. - - - - ^ 

When asked, by a British Broadcasting Carp. 
Interviewer whether Sakharov could apply to 
emigrate, Zamyatin said: “I don't think.he.ls 
going to ieove the Soviet Union. He wanted to 
work, and he has a cha^ to work.” 


Sakharov has said he docs not wont to leave 
his country. 

In Newton, Mass., Mrs. Bonner’s 66-ycar-old 
mother, Ruth Bonner, said: “They’ve been en- 
during life proctically alone (or seven years. It 
hasbeen horrible for them." 

She llvesMn Newton wllh Yelena Bonner’s- 
daughter, -Tatiana Yankelcvlch,' and her (ami- 
lyrYelena Bonner's sonrAlexel Semyonov,- 30, 
lives in Westwood, another Boston suburb. 

Mrs. Yankelevlch told reporters a telephone 
was Installed In the Sakharov's apartment 
Monday, and Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev called Tuesday and told them they 
could return to Moscow without conditions. 

She said Gorbachev discussed a letter 
Sakharov sent him last Peburary In which he 
appealed for better treatment (or dissidents 
and "prisoners of conscience." 

Mrs. Yankelevlch said the family learned of 
the decision Wednesday in a telephone conve^ 


satlon with the Sakharovs, but honored his re- 
quest to say nothing until later.. 

White House spokesman Larry Speakes said 
In Washington: “We welcome this as a.per-- 
sonal victory of courage for the principles of 
human rights that the two have publicly ex- 
emplified In the Soviet Union.” 

He added, however: "There are countless 
others who remain incarcerated for no reason 
’blhef than'thdr desire to express their 'view- 
point." 

Petrovsky did not say what prompted the 
act of leniency toward the couple, the Soviet 
Union’s best-known dissidents for a decade. 
Sakharov, who helped develop the Soviet 
hydrogen bomb, won the Nobel Peace Prize (or 
his advocscy.of human rights.. . . - . _

Inmates charged with escape plot 


BOISE (AP) — Starting Jan. 1, 
’3,000 retired stale . employees and 
'their families must pay sharply 
-higher monthly premiums for medi- 
cal insurance..- 

' ; A state official says It takes a 
'substantial subsidy In state funds to 
-provide the Insurance, because the 
premiums aren’t covering the cost. 

And there's no end In sight to the 
soaring cost of medical Insurance. 
Medical expenses are going up two 
Co two and one-half times as fast as 
9ie Consumer Price Index — which 
means in six or seven years, Tetlrees 
face medical Insurance premiums 
twice as high as they are now. 

'All of which soon will force the 
Idaho Legislature to make policy 


decisions. 

Will the state continue to provide 
full medical coverage to its retirees? 
Can all retirees be covered? Should 
working slate .employees be forced 
to bear part of the cost of providing 
coverage to retirees? 

Wayne Mlltlcidcr, Insurance 
manager for the stale, said Thurs- 
day there are about 3,000 retirees, 
spouses and dependents covered by 
the slate medical insurance pro- 
gram. Five years ago. the number 
was half that. 

Starting in 1979. he said, the state 
hasn’t bedn collecting from retirees 
the full cost of their medical In- 
surance. The subsidy has averaged 
22 pc;ccnt. with a high of abouL30 


percent down to about 17 percent, he 
said. 

MltUcldcr suggested to the 
Legislature last year that it put $4'.^ 
million' into an endowment fund to 
cover the $300,000 to $350,000 per 
year cost of the insurance subsidy. 

He said legislative leaders declin- 
ed, in part because to establish the 
endowment fund would create an 
obligation to provide the insurance 
coverage in the future, no matter 
what the cost. 

A problem Is -that, insurance 
coverage for retired state employees 
Is very expensive. Slate employees 
who take early retirement often 
have a medical problem that caused 
rctircmcn. .

Hasenfus arrived home late

HOUSTON (AP) — David and Go- 
liath fought in biblical times, but 
they now are Joining, forces to com- 
pete. with "Rambo” and other 
modem-day toys for children’s at- 
tention and parents’ money. 

' The “Heroes of ' the_ Kingdom” 
don't tote laser guns or transform 
. themselves Into other beings. In- 
stead they are small, authentically 
. clad replicas of Bible figures whose 
stories are narrated by accompany- 
ing books and cassete tapes. 

' Such biblical entries Into the toy 
market have come amid a rash of 
war and weapons playthings accen- 
. ting violence. 

, Some alternatives that seem to be 
. hits resulted from the persistence of 
. a Fort Worth pastor and In another 
. case, from a Los Angeles film 
animator. 

, Joe Barbcra of Los Angeles, head 
- oL-Hanna-Barbera-Produclions and 

fi ro.ducer of such series as 
ucklcbc^ Hound and the Flint- 
stones, had tried in vain for years to 
get a scries about Bible characters 
on television. 

Rebuffed, he's now distributing his 
animated “Great Adventure" series 
through Protestant,- Roman Catholic 
and Jewish agencies for home 
videos, with 400, (XXI reported sold so 
far at $19.95 for the six-part series. . 
Running about 30 minutes each, 


they're about Noah, Moses, David 
and Goliath, Samson and Delilah, 
Daniel and the lions' den, Joshua and 
the walls of Jericho. 

fn Texas, a Fort Worth pastor and 
counselor, the Rev. Michael Riggins, 
.^fter-talklng.one-nlghLwlth-hls.lwb. 
sons about their "Star Wars” toys, 
carved foi* them some toy figures of 
Jesus, David and Goliath. 

For two years, he unsuccessfuly 
carried the figures around In a shoe 
box showing them to prospective in- 
vestors for manufacture. 

Finally, in March 1984, Wee Win 
Toys and Accessories Inc. of Houston 
began producing the “Heroes of the 
Kingdom” toys, later adding a line 
of stuffed animals with names like 
“Righteous Racoon" and “Bom 
AgainBunny." 

They offer an alternative to the 
“mysticism and violence" at- 
Iributed-to-the characters- of some 
- toys _on_lhe.. juarket. _. said .. Zed 
Daniels, vice president and advertis- 
ing director. , 

Children can act out the biblical 
battle with David, and hls giant foe 
while listening to the cassette or 
reading the book. The toys, Daniels 
said, give children a chance to learn 
about the Bible and provide them 
wllh wholesome fun. 

“You don't have to be dull to be 
decent," he said. 


Besides David and Goliath, 
children can play with Jonah and the 
Whale, Samson and Delilah, Solomon 
and the (jueen of Sheba, Moses and 
Pharaoh, and Mary, Joseph and baby 
Jesus. 

— The Davld-and Goliath and Jonah 
and the Whale sets are the most 
popular, and sell for $19.95 each. 
David comes armed wllh a slingshoj 
and Jonah really fits inside the 
whale's mouth. 

Although the story Involves some 
violence — > David slays Goliath — 
Daniels says the tale Is more about 
faith In God. 

"Most of the violence In the Bible 
had a function and an end," he said, 
adding that he is bothered by "vio- 
lence for Just violence's sake." 

The company has added other toys 
and accessories to the line and now 
'has about ISO products. The "Prince 
of- Peace" -stuffed ■ animals- -arc 
another popular line. 

They don't talk or come with 
adoption papers, but they do have 
religious names such as “Guardian 
Angel Bear" and "Heavenly Hound" 
and they have a patch sewn on their 
stomachs bearing a Bible- verse 
number. 

A game called "Generosity" that 
teaches biblical values will soon be 


available as an alternative to capi- 
talistic games like "Monopoly," 
Daniels said. 

The toymaker also manu/actures 
several stuffed animals without 
religious themes, but Daniels says 
all- the toys . provide — "good- 
wholesome fun.” 

"Parents arc looking for back-to- 
basfe wholesome toys." Daniels said. 
"We put Godly toys in the hands of 
kids to replace evil toys that are 
leading kids away from God." 

At one Children's Palace store In 
Houston, a shipment of the "Heroes 
of the Kingdom” toys sold out before 
the real Christmas rush even began, 
said store manager Adrian Moc- 
zgemba. A shipment ususally con- 
talns24 to 46 toys. 

"They were In and out," Moc- 

zgembasald.- 

- Although -the company wants to 
help teach Chrlsllan values, Daniels 
said It also is Intent on turning a 
profit. 

Sales for the first fiscal year, en- 
ding March 1985, lopped $1.5 million 
ana grew to almost $3 million in 
fiseall9&6,Danielssald. 

"We are a business, we're not a 
ministry," he said. “But we do have 
a very Important function."

*Hawks take a shot 
at playoff spot today

SEATTLE - The Seattle 
Seahawks hope to beat the AFC 
West champion Denver Broncos 
on Saturday, then watch a happy 
ending to their up*and-down 
regular season. 

The Seahawks will be shooting 
for their fifth consecutive victory 
and to keep their NFL playoff 
hopes alive when they face the 
Broncos in the Kingdomc. 

’ Apparently dead in the playoff 
chase after their fourth straight 
loss on Nov. 16. the Seahawks still 
need lots of help even If they can 
beat the Broncos and finish with 
a 10-6 record. 

To get a wild card berth, .Seat- 
tle also needs, two losses among 
New England, Kansas City and 
Cincinnati. 

The Seahawks are favored by 3 
^Joints over Denver, IM. Sunday, 
Cincinnati Is favored over the 
New York Jets by 7 points and 
Kansas City Is a 2-polnt underdog 
against ' Pittsburgh. Monday 
night. New England is a 3 polnt 
underdogatMlaml. 

It could turn out to be a long 
weekend of anxiety for the 
Seahawks. 

“If we find a way to win and 
have a 10-6 season, then we ca^ 
sit around and sec will’s goihg'to 
happen," Coach Chuck Knox said. 

But the Broncos — and stan- 
dout quarterback John Elway —

present a malor obstacle for the 
Seahawks. Elway has helped 
Denver beat the Seahawks four 
straight times. Including two vic- 
tories In the Kingdomc. 

Although the Broncos have the 
division title clinched, they have 
plenty of motivation. Denver can 
earn- the home field advantage 
throughout the playoffs with a 
victory, plus a Cleveland loss at 
home Sunday against San Diego. 

Broncos’ Coach Dan -Reeves 
likes the prospect of playing at 
home. "We saw last week how big 
a part the home crowd can play." 
he said,, referring to a 31-30 vic- 
tory over.Washington at Denver. 

Denver beat the Seahawks 27-24 
at Seattle last season and won 
31-14 In the Kingdomc in 1964. But 
Reeves points out the Kingdomc 
is one of the toughest stadiums to 
play in the NFL because of crowd 
noise. 

"The noise makes it tough on 
your offense,” he said. "The wide 
receivers and tackles, who are 
farther away from the quarter- 
back, really have to concentrate 
on the snap count." 

Seattle wide receiver Steve 
Largent nepds 31 yards to reach 
1,(560 yards receiving for the 
eighth time in his career, which 
would break the NFL record he 
shares with Lance Alworth.

In this example, anarbltrageuror 
a wealthy Investor, who was asked 
by the Investment banker to buy 
shares In a target company, escapes 
the clutches of 14e-3, Arkln said. 

The arbitrageur would be free to 
buy the stock of the target company 
— — 4issuring hlmscU-of-a-lucratlve —

the company’s stock price. ” ' 

The arbitrageur — shielded from 
Insider-trading sanctions by wearing 
an agent's cloak — could still run 
afouTof theSEC’s disclosure re- 
quirements under 13D, Arkin noted. 

“Thus, If an arbitrageur, privy to 
Information provided by an Invest- 
ment banker, with the permission 
and knowledge of the Investment 
banker's clients, wants to lawfully 
trade on that Information ... he 
must make the requisite 
disclosure," Arkln wrote.
